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DURABILITY OF WOOD 


Winter Timber Lasts, Longer Than 
That Cut in Spring or Summer 


mer 18 not so durable as that cut in 
Winter, when 
trees are less active. Scientific in- 
vestigations sustain this statement. 

The durability depends not ‘only 
upon the greater or less denaity, but 
also -upon. the presence of certain 
chemical constituents in the wood, 
Thus a large proportion of resinous 
matter increases the durability, while 
ithe présence of easily soluble carbo- 
} hydrates diminishes it considerably. 
During the growing season the wood 
of trees contains sulphuric acid and 
potassium, both of which are solvents 
of carbohydrates, starch, rosins ‘and 
gums, they are known to soften also 
) the ligneous tissue to a considerable 
| degree, 

During the Summer months the 
wood of living trees contains eight 
‘times as much sulphuric acid and 
{five times as much potassium as it 
does during the Winter months. The 
presence of these two chemical sub-

j stances during the growing season 
constitutes the chief factor in dis- 
solving the natural preservatives 


|

within the wood and in preparing the 
wood fo the different kinds of wood- 
destroying fungi such as ployporus 
and agaricus, 

The fungi can thus penetrate more 
quickly and easily into the interior 
of the wood when these wood gums 
are already partly dissolved and 
available for their own immediate 
use. From this standpoint it seems 
that the best time to cut down the 
tree is in the Winter, when sulphuric 
acid and potassium are present to a 
much smaller degree, and the fungi 
will not be assisted in dissolving the

Hibernation of Moequitoes. 


Dr. Howard, of the United States 
department of agriculture, who prob- 
ably knows as much of the mosquito 
and its habits as any other man in 
the world, contends that this cosmo- 
politan pest does not necessarily per- 
ish with the coming of winter, On 
whe contrary, mosquitoes have been 
observed to hibernate, adult spectm- 
ens living from November until the 
succeeding April or May with all their 
powers of torment unimpowered, al- 
though their activity is suspended in 
winter, The mosquito needs but lit- 
tle food and it is the female that 
thirsts for blood, the males content- 
ing themselves with water and veg- 
etable fluids. The fact that mosqui- 
toes are often found upon dry prai- 
ties many miles from water is ascrib- 
ed to the longevity of the adults of 
certain species which enables them 
to survive seasons of drought. Rail- 
roads have been responsible for the 
transmission of mosquitos into regi- 
ons where they were previously rare,

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DRESS OF JAPANESE BRIDES 
- _— yk f 
White Worn for Part of the Cere- 
mony, But for a Strange Reason. 


Brides in Japan follow the same 
custom whic:. prevails in the Western 
world, that of wearing white at the 
wedding ceremony, at least during a 
part of it. But the significance at- 
tached to the choice of this color is 
quite different on the two sides of 
the world. 

The Japanese bride is dressed first 
in resplendent garments of white silk, 
the sleeves of the costume usually 
being about three feet in length, 
while the sash, an important feature, 
Measurer about 11 feet in length. 

But white, as the Oriental, Review 
expla'ns, is the mourning color in 
Japan, und the bride, leaving her 
parents’ house, considers herself dead 
in the sense that she will never re 
turn alive, preferring death to dl- 
vorce, and in consequence wearing a 
white costume. 

After the exchange of cups of 
sake with the bridegroom, which is 
the most important part of the wed- 
ding ceremony, the bridge charges 
her costume to a red one. This is 
called iromaoshi (changing color). 
Red is supposed to have a purifying 
power, and perhaps clears the minds 
of the parties of all association of 
mourning. 

This is the origin of the Japanese 
custom of using white costume at 
weddings, but many people in mod- 
ern Japan do not any longer have 
time to bother their heads with these 
questions of color, and simply. go 
ahead and marry according to the ac- 
cepted -sustom, with no thought of 
what the colors signify. 


The Primitive Kubus.

_TELEPHONY EXPERIMENTING, 


Invention Being Perfected by Which 


. Telephone Users Will ‘see Each 
Other. 


Though there are still many diffi- 
culties to be removed before seeing 
on the telephone ceases to be a prob- 
lem, the realization by no means 
Seems to be very far ahead, 

Professor Rosing, of the Techno- 
logical Institute of St. Petersburg, 
taking advantage of the light-impres- 
sibility of a photo-electric element 
discovered by him, has invented 
what he calls a “phos-telephonic” sys- 
tem (from the Greek word “phos,” 
meaning light), which is a remark- 
able approximation 
tilevement. 

Two other scientists, Drs. Elster 
and Geitel, have even gone a step 
further; for they have’ discovered an 
element which, apparently, is more 
susceptible to the impressions of 
light than Dr, Rosing’s “phos-elec- 
tric’ element. Considering these facts 
{t “Is not unreasonable to expect 
the ‘ast and crowning success within 

‘a comparatively short time. 
| When a person stands before Pro- 
fessor Rosing’s instrument and 
opens the circuit by taking the re- 
ceiver off the hcok, a small luminous 
pencil begins to draw his likeness on

a dark screen, and in the twinkling 
of an eye the work is complete. 

His visible counterpart {is there, 
and is rapidly transmitted to the 
sight of the person with whom he is 
speaking. So it is with the person 
at the other end; his image is traced 
on a screen and is transmitted to an- 
other small screen. 

How fs this done? Two systems 
of mirrors are moving in such a way 
as to cast the image upon the phos- 
electric element inside the transmit- 
ter. An ingeniously made vacuum 
tube sends out fine rays, not seen by 
the eye. 

These rays, falling on the screen, 
cause a certain part to appear very 
bright—that part where the image is 
—and an electric current transmits 
the image to the screen of the sec- 
ond eprson, wherever that person 
may be. He sees the sudden bright- 
hess on the screen and also the life- 
like photograph—the miniature of 
the person to whom he is speaking, 

The manner in which the mirrors 
move must be taken into account. 
By their movement they cause the 
light on the screen to accord exactly 
with the light, .irays reflected from 
the speaker's body. The image is 
thus transferred by the mirrors to 
the phos-electric element, in which 
fe thereby excited an electric cur- 
rent that, carries the image to the 


gcreen of the second person. . 
All this is done instantaneously, 
and being continuously repeated, 


Causes the photograph to remain on 
the screen until the speaker with- 
draws, in the same way as moving 
pictures are possible through the 
einematograph. 

As the Rosing apparatus is yet in 
{ts infancy, only very small objects 
can be seen with it. But, con-.

SUICIDES IN JAPAN. 


Harl-Kari Out of Date; Modern 
Method, Jumping Into Volcanoes. 
The Jupanese are now busily de- 

bating the ethics of suicide. The 
case out of which the controversy 
has arisen is that of the station mas- 
ter at Moji, who because of a mishap 
to the Imperial train which made it 
necesazary for the Emperor to ad- 
journ for half an hour to a waiting- 
room showed of his repentance by 
throwing himself under the wheels 
of the express. 

The station master's devotion hav- 
ing evoked a wave of popular ad- 
miration which took shape in a pro- 
posal to erect a monument to his 
memory, the nation has been rebuk- 
ed by the president of the Kyushu 
University for thus glorifying an act 
of self-destruction; and the latter, 
finding himself ont of tune with pub- 
lic opinion, has resigned his position, 

It is a singular thing that among a 
pecple so cheerful as the Japanese 
suicide should be so common. Ten 
thousand destroy themselves every 
year in Japan, and the figures can- 
not be said to be diminishing. But 
hari-kari as such is out of date. 

The modern victims of the suici- 
dal mania, when they do not throw 
themselves in front of a train, jump 
into the crater of an active volcano, 
Asama, in Central Japan, and Aso- 
san, in Kyushu, have both acquired 
a sinister reputation in this respect. 

It 1s, however, a disquieting sign 
of the times: to find the student class 
resorting so largely to suicide—espe- 
clally of the spectacular sort, and 
this, no doubt, is Dr, Yamakawa's 
motive in protesting against the ex- 
altation of an act which the Chris- 
tlan world regards as a grievous sin.
